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PENNSYLVANIA  AN  AGRICULTURAL  STATE 

Pennsylvania  is  one  of  the  great  agricultural  states  of  the  Union.  The 


Commonwealth  has  long  been  famous  for  its  mines  and  its  factories,  but 
capital  invested  in  farms,  crops,  stock,  and  farm  machinery  and  equipment 
is  double  the  capital  in  mining  and  quarrying  ($634,993,600).  In  total  capital 
invested,  agriculture  compares  very  favorably  with  either  the  metal  and  metal 
products  industries  ($1,822,389,500)  or  all  other  manufacturing  industries  of 
the  State  ($1,766,088,200). 

Pennsylvania  has  169,027  farms  valued  at  $864,199,795,  according  to  the 
Federal  census  of  1940.  Farm  implements  and  machinery  were  worth  $129,- 
099,593.  Livestock  and  chickens  and  turkeys  on  farms  January  1,  1942  were 
inventoried  at  $184,622,000.  These  three  items  alone  represent  an  investment 
Of  $1,177,921,388. 

Cash  income  from  marketings  from  Pennsylvania  farms  amounted  to 
$275,820,000  in  1940  and  $321,514,000  in  1941.  In  this  respect,  the  State  ranked 
12th  in  the  Nation.  Among  the  States,  Pennsylvania  in  1941  was  first  in 
the  production  of  buckwheat  and  cigar-leaf  tobacco;  fourth  in  the  production 
of  clover  and  timothy  hay,  potatoes,  commercial  apples  and  maple  products; 
fifth  in  the  production  of  grapes  and  sour  cherries:  sixth  in  sweet  cherries; 
seventh  in  all  tobacco  and  all  cherries;  eighth  in  production  of  timothy  seed, 
peaches  and  pears;  and  tame  hay  and  red  clover  seed.  Relative  importance 
of  crops  within  the  Commonwealth  and  among  the  States  is  presented  in 
some  detail  on  page  5. 
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PENNSYLVANIA  1940  CROP  PRODUCTION 

VALUE  of  the  principal  field  and  fruit  crops  in  Pennsylvania  in  1940 
was  placed  at  $135,345,000.  Production  of  corn  and  wheat  declined 
from  1940  but  this  decrease  was  more  than  offset  by  a  larger  pro- 
duction of  all  other  grain  crops.  Besides,  the  forage  crop  was  large.  The 
acreage  of  principal  crops  harvested  this  year  totaled  6,035,900  acres.  Yields 
generally  averaged  better  than  a  year  ago  except  for  corn,  wheat  and  barley. 
The  rapid  expansion  in  acreage  of  barley  and  soybeans  was  again  evidenced 
this  year.  It  is  estimated  that  around  82,000  acres  of  soybeans  were  planted 
in  1940  of  which  about  17  percent  was  harvested  for  beans.  Total  fruit 
production,  while  not  up  to  1939  records,  was  good  and  an  unexpected  out- 
turn in  view  of  the  backward  season. 

AGGREGATE  feed  supplies  for  the  coming  season  were  indicated  to 
be  slightly  above  1939  but  differed  markedly  in  composition.  Pro- 
duction of  feed  grains  plus  old  stocks  carried  over  on  farms,  while 
down  only  slightly  in  total,  showed  a  decrease  of  10  percent  for  corn  and  an 
increase  of  14  percent  for  wheat  and  oats,  and  also  larger  supplies  of  barley 
and  other  feed  grains.  Hay  production  was  up  from  20  to  30  percent  but 
corn  silage,  despite  the  larger  acreage  cut  in  1940,  was  somewhat  below  a 
year  previous.  No  widespread  feed  shortages  were  in  prospect,  though  in 
some  localities  the  grain  corn  supply  would  be  inadequate. 

CORN  Corn  Production-  while  below  the  good  crops  of  the  previous 

three  years,  was  better  than  average  and  stocks  available 
for  feeding  were  expected  to  be  about  normal.  Because  of  the  late  spring 
farmers  were  unable  to  seed  as  much  acreage  as  they  expected.  Early  frosts 
in  some  sections  caused  much  corn,  intended  for  husking,  to  be  put  in  the 
silo.    Some  soft  corn  was  reported  in  every  section  of  the  State. 

WHEAT  A  fair  crop  of  wneat  was  produced  in  1940.    Yields  were 

good  but  the  acreage  harvested  had  been  declining  since 
1937.  This  downward  trend  in  harvested  acreage  has  been  balanced  some- 
what by  the  high  yields  obtained  in  recent  years  and  this  year's  production 
compares  favorably  with  the  recent  ten-year  average. 

OTHER  Both  the  harvested  acreage  and  production  of  barley  con- 

GRAINS  tinued  to  establish  new  high  records  for  the  State.  Threat- 
ened by  unfavorable  conditions  and  intermittent  frosts  dur- 
ing the  growing  season  in  parts  of  the  State,  the  final  outturn  of  the  buck- 
wheat crop  was  surprisingly  good,  although  a  crop  considerably  below  average 
production.  Oats,  although  hampered  by  late  planting  and  wet  harvesting 
weather,  yielded  very  well  and  production  was  about  the  largest  in  the  past 
ten  years  and  considerably  better  than  the  crop  of  1939. 

POTATOES  Tne  P°tato  crop  was  larger  than  the  past  two  years  but 
blight,  frosts  and  a  relatively  new  disease  in  Pennsylvania, 
bacterial  ring  rot,  injured  the  crop.  Yields  were  exceptionally  good  in  the 
southeastern  sections  but  in  the  other  major  producing  areas  results  ranged 
from  high  yields  of  good  quality  to  almost  complete  failure  from  frosts  and  rot. 

TOBACCO  The  Pennsylvania  filler  tobacco  crop  was  good  and  made 
excellent  recovery  during  September.  Curing  was  slow  but 
very  little  damage  reported.  The  Havana  Seed  Crop  also  yielded  very  well 
HAY  AND  Tbis  vear  was  very  favorable  for  the  growth  of  pastures 
PASTURE  and  grasses.  Good  crops  of  hay  were  made  although  at 
times  rainy  weather  retarded  the  harvest. 

FRUITS  Pennsylvania's  reputation  as  a  major  fruit  producing  State 

was  well  maintained  in  1940.  The  Commonwealth  ranked 
third  in  the  production  of  peaches  and  sixth  in  pears.  Of  the  total  produc- 
tion of  commercial  apples  and  cherries  in  the  country  the  State  produced 
nearly  8  percent  of  the  apples  and  about  7  percent  of  the  cherries.  The 
fruit  was  generally  of  good  quality  and  brought  better  prices  than  last  year.

'  ALTJE  of  the  principal  field  and  fruit  crops  in  Pennsylvania  in  1941 
is  estimated  at  $155,351,000,  compared  with  $135,345,000  for  1940, 
nearly  15  percent  greater.  Combined  production  of  field  and  fruit 
crops  was  2  percent  'below  1940  tout  equal  to  the  average  of  the  past  decade. 
Despite  a  2  percent  decline  in  the  acreage  of  field  crops  harvested,  produc- 
tion this  year  was  2  percent  higher  than  for  the  previous  year,  mainly  because 
of  the  good  corn  and  tobacco  crops.  With  exception  of  apples  and  cherries, 
production  of  fruits  was  under  last  year's  records. 

Reflecting  the  adverse  effects  of  the  dry  season  and  the  labor  shortage  in 
some  parts  of  the  State,  the  total  hay  crop  was  16  percent  less  than  the  good 
crop  last  year  and  somewhat  below  the  ten-year  average.  However,  farm  sup- 
plies of  other  feed  crops,  aided  materially  by  the  favorable  outturn  of  corn  and 
oats,  are  3  percent  above  last  year.  Production  of  the  cash  crops  of  potatoes 
and  tobacco  were  2  percent  above  1940  and  also  of  much  better  quality. 

Prices  received  by  farmers  for  farm  products  in  December  were  substan- 
tially higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  market  demand  was  firm.  This  situation 
was  further  illustrated  by  the  average  value  per  acre  of  the  various  crops 
in  1941  which  in  each  case  exceeded  1940.  These  increases  ranged  from  5 
percent  in  the  case  of  rye  to  42  percent  for  potatoes.  The  spread  of  War 
did  not  greatly  change  the  outlook,  which  was  for  a  continuation  of  the 
conditions  affecting  domestic  demand  for  farm  products  The  money  in- 
comes of  consumers  is  expected  to  increase  and  prospective  1942  needs  of 
the  British  for  United  States  farm  produce  have  been  estimated  at  about 
double  the  1941  shipments. 

CORN  Tne  corn  crop  in  1941  prevented  a  critical  shortage 

of  feed  for  the  winter  of  1941-42  in  many  localities.  A  reduction 
of  40,000  acres  in  the  total  harvested  acreage  this  year  was  offset  by  a  3.5 
bushel  increase  in  the  average  yield  contributed  largely  by  better  cultural 
practices,  the  shift  to  higher  yielding  varieties  and  the  increased  use  of 
hybrid  corn. 

WHEAT  Both  the  acreage  and  yield  of  wheat  this  year  were  smaller 

than  in  1940.  The  yield  was  lowered  by  the  hot  and  dry 
weather  during  May,  and  1941  was  the  third  consecutive  year  that  the  acre- 
age of  wheat  harvested  has  declined. 

OTHER  Barley  production  was  somewhat  below  1940  because  of  the 

atmo  reduction  in  acreage.  This  has  been  a  good  year  for  both 
^jKAIINo  oats  ancj  buckwheat.  Production  of  both  crops  was  larger 
than  the  previous  year.  Rye  production  was  much  less  than  1940  as  a  result 
of  the  reduced  acreage  harvested  and  a  lower  yield. 

POTATOES     Production  of  potatoes  was  slightly  under  last  year's  crop. 

Yields  and  quality  exceeded  1940  but  acreage  harvested  was 
10,000  acres  short  of  last  year.  Marketings  to  mid-December  were  running 
about  15  percent  greater  than  during  the  same  period  last  year  and  because 
of  the  better  quality  may  exceed  the  volume  of  sales  in  the  last  marketing 
season. 

TOBACCO       The  1941  tobacco  crop  was  favored  by  the  weather  and 
quality  is  exceptionally  high.    Yields  were  very  good  and 
stripping  was  under  way  on  many  farms  the  latter  part  of  December. 

HAY  AND  The  pasture  season  in  1941  was  poor.  Deficient  precipita- 
PA^TTTRF  ^on  retarded  growth  of  grasses  and  meadows  and  both 
r-ftjO-i.urt.cj  pastures  and  hay  yields  suffered.  Secondary  cuttings  of 
clover  and  alfalfa  were  much  improved  however,  tout  not  sufficient  to  offset 
a  reduced  acreage  and  the  light  yields  in  mid-summer.  New  seedings  for 
1942  were  spotted  because  of  dry  subsoils  but  favorable  weather  has  helped 
to  overcome  late  starts. 

FRUITS  Early  spring  frosts  and  subsequent  dry  weather  caused 

some  loss  to  fruit  and  prevented  full  sizing  in  many  orchards, 
particularly  apples.  The  bloom  was  exceptionally  early  this  year  and  bright 
weather  matured  the  fruit  crops  rapidly  Good  apple  and  cherry  crops  were 
realized  which  brought  better  prices  than  in  recent  years.  Grapes  suffered 
most  reduction  from  the  storms,  frosts  and  dry  weather.
